Article  30:  #1  Amend  Article  III,  Section  C,  by  deleting  the 
last  sentence  and  inserting:  "Signs  must  be  permanent  and  set 
back  a  minimum  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  from  the  edge  of  pavement. 
Flashing,  intermittent  or  revolving  signs  are  not  permitted. 
Signs  may  be  mounted  on  places  of  business  in  instances 
where  the  fifteen  foot  setback  requirements  cannot  be  met,  but 
such  signs  must  not  protrude  into  the  rights-of-way.  A  permit 
for  installation  of  such  signs  is  required  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen."

The  Ballots  were  wrapped  and  sealed  and  locked  in  vault 
at  12:02  A.M.,  March  5,  1975. 
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March  5,  1975  -  Swasey  Gymnasium 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  P.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
Richard  L.  Russman,  who  welcomed  everyone.  Prayer  was 
offered  by  Rev.  Wendell  Irvine,  First  Congregational  Church. 
All  voters  were  asked  to  sit  in  chairs,  if  possible,  and  the  new 
voters  were  welcomed.  The  Moderator  introduced  the  Town 
Clerk  and  three  Selectmen.  The  results  of  the  balloting  from 
the  previous  day  were  read  by  the  Moderator  who  appointed 
the  following  to  the  Finance  Committee:  Dr.  Daniel  Burbank, 
Robert  Drew,  Mrs.  James  Jackson  and  Theodore  Vogel.  He 
thanked  those  whose  term  had  expired  and  briefly  explained 
the  Finance  Committee. 

Art.  2  -  It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $311,429.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Donald  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  explained 
that  the  $1,500.00  item  listed  in  the  1975  Appropriations  un- 
der Special  Articles  should  have  appeared  in  the  regular  in- 
surance category.  Much  pro  and  con  discussion  was  heard 
regarding  the  Southern  Rockingham  Regional  Planning  Com- 
mission figure,  but  the  entire  amount  was  passed. 

Art.  3  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year  and  to  issue  in  the  name 
of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid 
during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

Art.  4  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$603.00  and  the  State  will  contribute  $4,015.70  for  Class  IV  & 
V  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  T.R.A. 

Art.  5  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,536.00  for 
the  installation  of  a  2000  gallon  oil  tank  for  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  6  -  This  article  was  defeated  -  regarding  the  purchase 
of  a  10,000  gallon  tank  and  pump,  locking  type,  to  be  placed  at 
the  new  Town  Garage. 

Art.  7  -  This  article  was  defeated  on  a  standing  vote  YES 
114  and  NO  157.  Tellers  were  Benedetto  Romano,  Robert  Vin- 
cent, David  Conant  and  Carl  Hornig.  This  article  was  for  $1,- 
500.00  for  the  surveying  of  the  dam  site  on  Main  Street. 

Art.  8  -  A  motion  was  made  that  the  article  be  passed  as 
read,  whereupon  an  amendment  was  made,  striking  out  the 
words  "to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  at  public  auction" 
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and  substituting:  "to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  for  the 
disposal  of  the  land."  After  much  discussion,  this  amendment 
was  defeated. 

Then  a  new  amendment  was  made,  striking  out  these 
same  words  and  substituting:  "to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  the  sale  of  land  of  the  Bartlett  Street  property  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  town  and  the  abutters,  including  subdivi- 
sion, if  necessary  and  that  the  purchasers  remove  the  present 
structures.  Following  a  long  discussion,  it  was  voted  to  cut  off 
debate  on  the  amendment,  whereupon  the  amendment  was 
passed.  After  this,  a  new  amendment  was  made  to  strike  out 
the  second  sentence  entirely,  and  this  amendment  was  voted 
affirmatively. 

This  brought  the  matter  back  to  the  original  article  as 
amended  which  was  passed,  now  reading:  "To  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  negotiate  the  sale  of  land  of  the  Bartlett  Street 
property  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  and  the  abutters,  in- 
cluding subdivision,  if  necessary  and  that  the  purchasers 
remove  the  present  structures. 

Art.  9  -  A  motion  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $2,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  heating  system 
for  the  new  Town  Garage.  After  much  pro  and  con  discussion, 
a  voice  vote  was  taken,  which  the  Moderator  declared  Affir- 
mative. The  Moderator  was  challenged  by  Bruce  Sloan  who 
was  joined  by  more  than  seven  others;  thus  necessitating  a 
check  list  vote. 

The  Town  Clerk,  Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  was  assisted  by 
David  Conant  who  passed  out  the  Yes  and  No  ballots,  and 
Mrs.  Ellen  Durling  who  helped  check  off  the  voters.  The  final 
tally  on  the  article  was:  YES  131  and  NO  161.  Thus  the  article 
was  defeated  and  the  Moderator  announced  that  the  chair 
stood  corrected. 

Art.  10  -  This  article  regarding  the  $8,000.00  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  Salt  and  Sand  Shed  was  defeated  on  a  standing 
vote:  YES  84  and  NO  160. 

Art.  11  -  It  was  voted  to  go  on  to  Article  12  first  and  come 
back  to  Article  11.  (This  was  a  standing  vote  -  by  eye.) 

Art.  12  -  A  motion  was  made  to  appropriate  $15,000.00  for 
the  purpose  of  future  reassessment  for  the  whole  town  by  a 
private  company.  Said  amount  to  be  held  in  the  Revenue  Shar- 
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ing  Fund,  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  to  be  used  with  additional  ap- 
propriations after  the  completion  of  the  Town  Tax  Map. 

A  long  discussion  ended  in  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate 
which  was  passed,  whereupon  the  article  was  defeated  on  a 
standing  vote:  YES  107  and  NO  162. 

Art.  11  -  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $15,000.00  to  purchase  a  new  highway  truck 
equal  to  the  70  series  Chevrolet  and  to  transfer  the  plow  frame 
from  the  '68  highway  truck  to  the  new  truck.  Said  '68  truck  to 
be  used  as  a  trade  in,  and  said  amount  to  be  taken  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Art.  13  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,564.00  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  $15,436.00  now 
in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  to  purchase  a  pumper 
hose  truck  to  replace  the  1938  Diamond  T. 

Art.  14  -  It  was  voted  to  allow  the  Fire  Wards  to  place  un- 
expended funds  from  each  years  appropriation  into  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  to  replace  fire  equipment  as  needed. 

Art.  15  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  Office  of  Child  and  Family 
Services  of  N.H.  Said  sum  to  be  used  for  current  operating 
expenses  to  enable  the  Seacoast  Regional  Office  to  continue 
providing  services  to  residents  of  the  Town  of  Kingston 
whether  or  not  said  residents  are  able  to  pay. 

Art.  16  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  for  a  Fire  Protected  Four  Drawer  File  that  locks 
for  the  Town  Clerk's  office  to  supply  needed  space  for  the 
protection  of  important  records. 

Art.  17  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  5.9%  raise 
for  the  Chief  of  Police,  Road  Agent,  and  Assist.  Road  Agent, 
raising  the  salary  to  $9, 500  for  the  Chief  of  Police,  Road  Agent, 
$8,500.00  for  the  Assist.  Road  Agent,  to  include  (2)  two  weeks 
paid  vacation. 

Art.  18  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  an  ap- 
propriation for  Retirement  contribution  funds  for  the  Police 
Chief. 

Art.  19  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,800.00  for  the  replacement  of  the  1973  Ford  Cruiser,  this 
price  being  with  the  trade-in  allowance. 
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A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  adjourn  the  meeting  un- 
til next  Wednesday  night,  March  12th,  at  7  P.M.  at  the  Swasey 
Gymnasium.

MINUTES  OF  CONTINUED  TOWN  MEETING 
At  Swasey  Gym  -  March  12,  1975 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  P.M.  by  the  Moderator 
who  introduced  the  new  Selectman,  Charles  F.  Hannagan.  He 
also  corrected  the  newspaper  that  he  had  appointed  Mrs. 
James  Jackson  to  the  Finance  Committee  and  not  James 
Jackson. 

The  Moderator  also  announced  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  appointed  William  S.  Rent  to  the  Planning 
Board.  To  clarify  any  misunderstandings  from  last  week's 
meeting,  he  stated  that  the  motion  on  Article  11  had  an  addi- 
tion to  it  when  it  came  onto  the  floor. 

Art.  20  -  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  pass  over  the 
Article  relative  to  a  copy  machine  for  the  Police  Department 
(The  Chief  stated  that  a  machine  had  been  donated  to  the 
Dept.) 

Art.  21  -  It  was  voted  to  give  the  Town-owned  Clock 
located  in  the  old  Universalist  Church  to  the  Kingston  Village 
Improvement  and  Historical  Society,  present  owners  of  the 
Universalist  Church. 

Art.  22  -  A  motion  was  made  and  Not  passed  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,794.00  to  purchase  six  (6)  VAPOR- 
MID  SYSTEMS  from  the  Vaporpak  Co.  of  Exeter,  N.H.  An 
amendment  made  during  the  discussion  to  table  the  Article 
was  Not  passed. 

Art.  23  -  Article  relative  to  Town  Mosquito  Control  Com- 
mittee has  been  ruled  illegal  and  the  Moderator  ruled  it  out  of 
order.  It  was  voted  (as  amended)  to  have  the  Selectmen  ap- 
point an  Ad-hoc  Committee  to  study  Mosquito  Control 
measures  for  Kingston  -  one  member  of  this  committee  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
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Art.  24  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00  to 
be  used  by  the  Kingston  Historic  District  Commission. 

Art.  25  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  to  give  the  Selectmen 
authority  to  sell  Town  land  at  Great  Pond  Park  to  abutting 
owners  at  the  price  commensurate  with  type  and  location  of 
land.  Purchaser  of  such  lots  to  use  same  to  increase  lot  size  of 
abutting  lots  and  so  record  these  lots  as  not  being  separate 
lots,  and  that  all  costs  involved  in  surveying,  marking, 
transferring  and  recording  to  be  borne  by  the  purchaser.  No  lot 
involving  access  to  water  rights  shall  be  sold. 

Art.  26  -  It  was  voted  to  join  the  Strafford-Rockingham 
Regional  Planning  Council  and  authorize  the  town's  represen- 
tation to  the  Southern  Rockingham  Regional  Planning  District 
Commission  to  act  as  delegates  to  that  Council. 

Art.  27  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission to  establish  a  Conservation  Fund  by  placing  in  said 
fund  any  unused  portion  of  moneys  appropriated  annually  by 
the  Town  for  the  Commission,  together  with  gifts,  donations 
or  earnings  received  by  the  Commission.  Expenditures  from 
the  fund  shall  be  for  the  purposes  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission as  provided  in  RSA  36-A:5.  This  was  a  standing  vote 
YES  74  No  61.  Tellers  were  Benedetto  Romano,  C.  Steven 
Briggs,  Andrew  Wight,  David  Conant.  It  was  suggested  to  the 
Moderator  that  women  also  be  appointed  tellers  in  the  future. 

Art.  28  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  to 
be  used  by  the  Kingston  Revolutionary  Bi-Centennial  Com- 
mittee for  such  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  in  the  planning  of 
the  commemoration  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Art.  29  -  After  much  pro  and  con  discussion,  a  motion  was 
made  and  passed,  after  being  amended,  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $1,000.00  to  the  Kingston  Children's  Center  to  help 
defray  the  cost  of  providing  day  care  to  those  working  parents 
and  their  children  who  have  a  need  for  this  community  ser- 
vice. (Original  motion  asked  for  Revenue  Sharing  money  and 
passage  of  this  article  was  against  the  advice  of  the  Town 
Counsel  who  had  written  a  letter  to  the  Selectmen  regarding 
this  article).  There  was  one  amendment  made  on  this  article 
and  then  it  was  withdrawn. 

Art.  30,  31,  32  -  Results  on  written  ballot  March  4th. 

Art.  33  -  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  the 
Library  to  be  used  for  construction  of  shelves  upstairs  and 
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downstairs.  Said  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund,  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Art.  34  -  It  was  voted  as  amended  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members  to  study  the 
Kingston  Town  Dump  and  make  recommendations  concerning 
whether  the  Town  should  allow  other  towns  to  deposit  refuse 
at  the  Kingston  Dump  and  related  problems  as  to  waste  dis- 
posal. Further,  committee  to  look  into  recycling  possibilities 
in  the  dump  area. 

Art.  35  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
Tax  Deeded  property  at  Public  Auction. 

Art.  36  -  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  Auditors'  Report  and 
the  Town  Report  as  presented. 

Art.  37  -  Neil  Parker  made  a  motion  that  Article  18  be 
brought  from,  the  table,  but  it  was  not  passed.  The  Moderator 
was  asked  "can  you  take  up  any  article  for  reconsideration?" 
and  the  answer  was  "No".  Billy  Gates  made  a  motion  that  Arti- 
cle 19  from  last  year's  meeting  relative  to  a  Building  Inspector, 
be  taken  from  the  table,  but  it  was  not  carried. 

Michael  Priore  thanked  Donald  H.  Clark  in  behalf  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston,  for  his  six  years  of  work  as  Selectman  and 
the  people  gave  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:05  P.M.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  TOWN  HALL  in  said 
KINGSTON  on  Tuesday,  the  SECOND  day  of  MARCH  next  at  10  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year  and  to  issue  in  the  name 
of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during 
the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year.

Easterly  side.  Route  #125,  approximately  20  acres,  for  use  as  a  light 
industrial  park,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Zoning  Or- 
dinance adopted  March  7, 1972  and  amended  March  4, 1975,  Article 
III,  Section  D.  Pages  6  and  7  of  April,  1975  printing. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
not  to  exceed  $1,600.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  heating  system  for  the 
new  Town  Garage.

12.  On  petition  of  Frank  R.  Fellows  and  37  others  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $14,430.00  to 
pay  members  of  the  fire  department  for  monthly  drills  and  fighting 
fire,  and  ambulance  attendants  for  responding  to  calls. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,- 
500.00  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  amend  the  Social  Security 
agreement  between  the  Town  and  the  State  of  N.H.  to  include 
therein  all  elected  officials  who  receive  more  than  $200.00  in  com- 
pensation during  the  calendar  year.  Wherein  a  conflict  of  jurisdic- 
tion may  occur  between  the  Social  Security  system  and  the  Police 
Retirement  Fund,  the  Selectmen  be  further  empowered  to  negotiate 
an  agreement  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  minimum  required  by 
said  system  or  fund. 

14.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.  and  nine  others,  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  amount  of  money  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  retirement  contribution  to  the  retirment  system  as 
established  in  NH  RSA  Chapter  100-A  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of 
Kingston's  Police  Chief.  The  amount  of  this  obligation  shall  be 
equal  to  seven  (7%)  per  cent  of  the  annual  earnable  compensation 
paid  to  the  Police  Chief;  this  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  town  of  Kingston 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Chief  on  an  annual  basis,  until  he  attains  the 
age  of  retirement,  or  no  longer  holds  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police.

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the  Chief  of  Police,  Road  Agent  and  Assistant  Road  Agent.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  the  placing  of  bound  markers  and  recording  of  same  at 
the  dam  site  located  on  Main  Street  and  further  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  abutters  as  to  the  ex- 
act location  of  said  bounds.

19.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.,  and  10  others,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,935.00  for  salary  of  theChief  of  Police  to 
include  no  less  than  3  weeks  paid  vacation. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$950.00  to  use  as  matching  funds  with  grant  from  Highway  Safety 
Agency  to  purchase  a  moving  Radar  Unit.  Said  amount  to  be  50%  of 
cost  of  unit.  Grant  has  been  approved  by  the  Highway  Safety  Agen- 
cy. 

21.  On  petition  of  Neil  R.  Parker,  Sr.,  and  12  others,  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  dog 
officer  and  control  of  unrestrained  animals.  This  includes  the  cost 
of  kennel,  cement  pad  and  tranquilizer  gun  as  well  as  the  hourly 
rate  to  be  paid  to  the  dog  officer.  Said  dog  officer  to  be  appointed  by 
Chief  of  Police  and  Selectmen.  The  Kennel  to  be  constructed  on 
town  property  at  the  highway  department  garage. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$950.00  as  matching  funds  for  a  crime  commission  grant  of  $8,- 
550.00  for  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  police  officer  and  to 
authorize  the  appointment  of  same. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,- 
500.00  for  use  for  the  purchase  of  surplus  equipment  or  as  matching 
funds  for  equipment  available  from  Federal,  State  or  County 
sources. 

24.  On  petition  of  George  C.  Fisher  and  27  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  of  Kingston  will  vote,  by  a  yes  or  no  ballot,  to  create,  es- 
tablish, and  maintain  a  Town  Mosquito  Control  District  under  the 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  437-A  of  N.H.  State  Laws.  The  boundary  of  the 
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District  shall  be  the  boundaries  of  the  Town.  The  goal  is  to  try  to 
eliminate  breeding  conditions  for  mosquitoes.  Joint  efforts  with 
neighboring  towns  will  be  encouraged.  Any  Town  Mosquito  Dis- 
trict Funds  would  be  a  part  of  a  proposed  budget  to  the  local  gover- 
ning body  of  the  town  where  the  control  district  is  located.  Each 
town  will  decide  on  whatever  it  wishes  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
its  abatement  program. 

25.  On  petitionof  George  C.Fisher  and  13  others,  to  see  if  the  town 
of  Kingston  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$5,462.00  for  initiation  of  a  pilot  mosquito  control  project  with  the 
intent  of  reducing  mosquito  populations  in  suspected  heavy 
breeding  areas.  The  program  will  encompass  a  breeding  area  sur- 
vey, aerial  spraying,  and  evaluation  of  the  pilot  programs  effec- 
tiveness. 

26.  On  petition  of  Selma  R.  Jackson  and  28  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $7,000.00  for 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  cook  stove,  dish  washer  and  in- 
cidental items  for  the  Town  Hall  kitchen,  to  provide  an  adequate 
facility  for  preparing  and  serving  meals  in  connection  with  com- 
munity activities.  Use  of  the  facility  and  payment  therefor  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  Selectmen. 

27.  On  petition  of  Rodney  M.  Wilson  and  nine  others  of  the 
Kingston  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  and  the  Kingston 
Historical  Museum  Committee  to  see  if  the  Town  of  Kingston  will 
vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500.00  to  repair  and  paint  the 
Daley  House  stable  which  when  completed  shall  be  used  to  store  ar- 
ticles pertaining  to  Kingston  history. 

28.  On  petition  of  Carl  F.  Hornig  and  11  others,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  place  under  the  supervision  of  the  Kingston  Conserva- 
tion Commission  in  accordance  with  RSA  36A:4  to  be  held  and 
utilized  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  36-A  the  following  Town  owned 
property:  1)  Approximately  16  acres  along  Dorre  Road  shown  as  lot 
6  of  Map  R-5.  2(  Approximately  41  acres  off  the  Frye  Road  shown  as 
lot  1  of  map  R-7.  3)  Approximately  27  acres  south  of  Hunt  Road 
shown  as  lots  11  and  12  of  map  R-6. 

29.  On  petition  of  Carl  F.  Hornig  and  11  others  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  place  under  the  supervision  of  the  Kingston  Conserva- 
tion Commission  in  accordance  with  RSA  36A:4  to  be  held  and 
utilized  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes   annotated,   Chapter   36-A   the   following  Town  owned 
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property:  1)  Approximately  13  acres  along  Powwow  River  as 
shown  as  lots  8,  11,  12,  of  map  R-18,  2)  Approximately  11  acres 
along  Depot  Road  shown  as  lot  2  of  map  R-28,  3)  Approximately  Vi 
acre  swamp  land  on  Second  Street  Great  Pond  Park  shown  as  lot  88 
of  map  U-4,  4)  Grape  Island  shown  as  lot  2  of  map  U-6,  5)  Ap- 
proximately 13  acres  along  Little  River  shown  as  lots  10  and  23  of 
map  R-40. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,- 
600.00  to  install  a  chain  link  fence,  5'  high  around  the  skating  rink  at 
the  corner  of  Church  Street  and  Chase  Street,  if  the  School  Board 
will  deed  the  property  to  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  a  Gravel 
Pit  Ordinance  in  accordance  with  NH  R.S.  A.  31:60-89,  as  follows: 
Removal  of  fill,  gravel,  stone  or  loam  for  commercial  purposes 
provided  that  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Selectmen  and: 

1.  Specific  plans  are  established  which  provide  for  a  slope  of 
at  least  four  horizontal  units  to  one  vertical  unit  and  from  which  by 
showing  existing  contours  and  excavated  contours  the  flow  of  sur- 
face water  can  be  determined  so  as  not  to  alter  by  silt  laden 
drainage  the  turbidity  of  existing  swamps,  ponds,  lakes,  streams 
and  water  ways. 

2.  No  excavation  shall  take  place  closer  than  30  feet  from  the 
top  of  bank  to  any  boundary  line  and  be  no  closer  in  depth  than  six 
feet  from  the  highest  seasonal  water  table.  The  highest  seasonal 
water  table  elevation  shall  be  determined,  at  the  property  owner's 
expense,  using  acceptable  method  or  methods  as  approved  by  the 
U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  by  the  Kingston  Con- 
servation Commission. 

3.  No  excavation  can  be  done  within  100  feet  of  any  public 
body  of  water,  which  includes  swamp,  stream,  river,  and  pond 
which  may  feed  or  empty  into  a  public  body  of  water. 

4.  No  excavation  can  be  done  within  100  feet  of  an  existing 
road  and  a  tree  line  shall  be  maintained  around  the  perimeter  of  the 
property. 

5.  All  excavated  regions  must  be  reclaimed  within  one  year 
after  the  date  of  gravel  pit  permit  by  depositing  three  inches  of  loam 
and  seeding  area  with  a  perennial  seed  to  produce  a  permanent 
vegetation  cover. 

6.  A  bond  must  be  posted  whose  monetary  value  is  deter- 
mined by  the  area  to  be  excavated  and  the  current  market  value  of 
loam,  seed,  and  labor  to  restore  the  area  to  be  ecologically  self  sup- 
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porting  through  a  permanent  vegetation  cover.  In  addition  the  bond 
is  to  be  sufficient  in  monetary  value  to  repair  any  Town  road  found 
damaged  because  of  hauling  gravel,  loam,  rocks,  etc.  This  bond  is  to 
be  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  until  reclamation  is  complete 
and  approved  by  the  Kingston  Board  of  Selectmen. 

7.  Operation  of  a  commercial  enterprise  dealing  with  removal 
of  fill,  gravel,  stone  and/or  loam  shall  be  by  a  one  year  permit, 
renewable  on  an  annual  basis. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  an 
Alcoholic  Beverage  Ordinance  as  adopted  in  accordance  with  N.H. 
RSA  31:39,  as  follows:  No  person  shall  use  or  consume  any 
alcoholic  beverages  while  in  or  upon  the  following:  (1)  Any  public 
way,  park,  playground  or  any  way  or  place  to  which  the  public  has 
a  right  or  access  as  invitees  or  licensees,  except  with  a  permit 
issued  by  Board  of  Selectmen.  (2)  Any  private  land,  building,  struc- 
ture or  place  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  control 
thereof.  Any  person  upon  conviction  under  this  ordinance  shall  be 
fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  $100.00  for  each  offense. 

33.  On  petition  of  James  E.  McGlinchey  and  nine  others,  to  have 
the  Town  of  Kingston  accept  newly  paved  roads  as  town  roads, 
namely  Toppan  Road  and  Thayer  Road,  which  have  been  graded 
and  paved  to  meet  or  exceed  the  Town  requirements  set  forth  by  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Engineer  of  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

34.  On  petition  of  James  E.  McGlinchey  and  nine  others,  to  have 
the  Town  of  Kingston  accept  a  newly  paved  road,  namely,  Winslow 
Park,  which  has  been  graded  and  paved  to  meet  or  exceed  the  Town 
requirements  set  forth  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Engineer  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston. 

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  the  Selectmen  authority  to  sell 
Town  land  at  Great  Pond  Park  to  abutting  owners  at  the  price  com- 
mensurate with  type  and  location  of  land.  Purchaser  of  such  lots  to 
use  same  to  increase  lot  size  of  abutting  lots  and  so  record  these  lots 
as  not  being  separate  lots.  All  costs  involving  surveying,  marking, 
transferring  and  recording  to  be  borne  by  the  purchaser.  No  lot  in- 
volving access  to  water  rights  shall  be  sold. 

36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Ordinance  for  the 
Protection  and  Direction  of  the  Location  and  Construction  of 
Buildings  and  Structures  in  the  Town  of  Kingston,  N.H.,  by  sub- 
stituting the  following  for  Article  III,  Section  B-4:

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(100)  feet  from  any  existing  watersupply,  streams,  ponds,  marsh  or 
other  body  of  water.  No  subsurface  wastewater  disposal  system 
shall  be  installed  on  filled  set-land.  Distance  to  the  seasonal  high 
ground  water  table  from  the  bottom  of  the  seepage  trench,  bed  or  pit 
must  be  greater  than  four  (4)  feet.  Rock  formations  or  other  imper- 
vious strata  shall  be  at  a  depth  greater  than  eight  (8)  feet  below  the 
bottom  of  the  seepage  trench,  bed  or  pit.  SAID  ARTICLE  TO  BE 
VOTED  BY  BALLOT. 

37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  II,  Section  C,  of 
the  Ordinance  of  the  Protection  and  Direction  of  the  Use  of  Land  in 
the  Town  of  Kingston  by  substituting  the  following: 

C.  Article  II  -  Every  building  lot  shall  have  no  more  than  one 
single  family  or  one  two-family  dwelling  thereon.  The  joining 
together  of  two  house  trailers  or  mobile  homes  for  the  purpose  of 
having  them  meet  the  definition  of  a  two-family  dwelling  is 
prohibited.  A  two-family  mobile  home  on  a  single  chassis  shall  also 
be  prohibited.  SAID  ARTICLE  TO  VOTED  BY  BALLOT. 

38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  Amend  Article  IV  of  the 
Kingston  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Article  IV  Historic  Districts 

1.  Section  A  to  remain  unchanged  except  to  add  Roman 
Numeral  I  (one)  after  the  words  "Historic  District." 

2.  Section  B  to  read:  The  Historic  District  II  to  include  Alma 
Avenue,  from  a  line  at  the  center  of  the  road  extending  back  150  feet 
on  both  sides  of  said  line.  Little  River  Road,  from  a  line  at  the  center 
of  the  road  extending  back  300  feet  on  both  sides  of  said  line,  star- 
ting at  a  line  150  feet  Southwest  of  Alma  Avenue  and  running 
Northeast,  stopping  at  the  East  side  of  the  second  bridge.  Little 
River  Road  West,  from  a  line  at  the  center  of  the  road  extending 
back  300  feet  on  both  sides  from  said  line,  starting  at  Little  River 
Road  and  running  West  for  1,350  feet. 

3.  Change  Section  B  of  the  present  Ordinance  to  read"Section 
C." 

4.  Change  Section  C  of  the  present  Ordinance  to  read"Section 
D."

39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
tax  deeded  property  at  Public  Auction.

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41.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  —  1975 

A  new  law  passed  in  1975,  Chapter  78,  has  eliminated 
the  requirement  that  the  entire  list  of  cemetery  trust  funds  be 
published  annually  in  the  Town  Report.  Annual  reports  will 
now  show  only  new  funds  established  during  the  year  and  a 
summary  of  total  funds  for  each  cemetery  plus  a  full  report  of 
other  trust  funds.  The  detailed  report  of  individual  cemetery 
trust  funds  will  still  be  filed  with  the  State  annually  as  re- 
quired by  law,  and  in  Kingston  for  public  information. 

During  1975  the  following  plots  were  sold  and  perpetual 
care  funds  established  for  each  and  for  one  lot  purchased 
previously: 

Greenwood  Cemetery  -  3  lots  10'  x  20'  and  3  lots  10' x  10' 

Millstream  Cemetery  -  1  lot    10  x  20' 

Pine  Grove  Cemetery  -  6  lots  10'  x  20'  and  1  lot  10'  x  10' 

Improvements  during  the  year  have  included  layout  of  ad- 
ditional lots  and  a  road  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  and  removal 
of  a  dangerous  overhanging  elm  tree  on  the  boundary  of  the 
Plains  Cemetery.  The  tree  removal  was  performed  by  the 
Kingston  Carnival  Committee  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  and  this 
assistance  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  New  fence  is  needed  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  Plains  Cemetery  next  year  and  a  dead 
tree  must  be  removed  from  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  before  it 
causes  damage. 

The  income  from  the  Edward  S.  Sanborn  trust  fund  of 
1886  provided  gifts  of  fifteen  dollars  each  to  eleven  elderly 
women  of  Kingston  at  Christmas  time.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
donor's  will,  the  recipients  are  chosen  by  the  Selectmen. 

Again  in  1975,  maintenance  in  all  cemeteries  was  per- 
formed under  the  direction  of  Wilbert  Swett.

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KINGSTON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  year  1975  was  a  year  of  progress  for  the  Recreation 
Commission.  During  this  past  year  your  Recreation  Commis- 
sion has  tried  to  set  up  programs  for  young  and  old  alike. 

Physical  fitness  exercises,  yoga  classes,  belly  dancing 
and  ballet  dancing  classes,  along  with  Creative  Crafters,  the 
summer  swimming  program,  arts  and  crafts  program,  summer 
recreation  program,  easter  egg  hunt,  sports,  family  day  and 
the  Halloween  party  were  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Com- 
mission. 

The  year  started  with  the  appointment  of  an  arts  and 
crafts  director,  Mrs.  Mary  Daniels,  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Manpower.  Mrs.  Daniels'  appointment  was  for 
one  year  and  was  scheduled  to  end  on  December  31,  1975. 

Two  new  members  were  appointed  to  the  Commission. 
They  are:  Mrs.  Lynn  Merrill  and  Mr.  John  Malynn.  Mrs.  Tina 
Meyers'  term  had  expired,  and  Mrs.  Flori  Mills  resigned. 

Due  to  the  bad  weather  in  the  spring,  the  annual  easter  egg 
hunt  had  to  be  cancelled.  As  the  spring  progressed,  plans  were 
started  on  the  summer  swimming  program  and  the  summer 
recreation  program.  Mrs.  Daniels  arts  and  crafts  program  was 
very  well  accepted  by  all  ages. 

The  month  of  June  saw  the  ballet  dance  class,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Linda  Branco,  hold  their  first  dance  recital. 
Through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  Recreation  Commission  and 
the  Fire  Department,  the  new  family  skating  area  on  Church 
Street  was  completed.  Initial  investigative  plans  on  the 
possibility  of  having  tennis  courts  in  Kingston  were  started. 

The  swimming  program,  in  cooperation  with  the 
American  Red  Cross,  ran  for  the  entire  month  of  July.  Classes 
were  held  four  days  a  week.  Over  300  area  children  par- 
ticipated in  this  program. 

Over  at  the  Bakie  School  playground,  the  summer 
program  was  going  on  during  the  month  of  July  and  the  first 
two  weeks  in  August.  John  Paolino  was  again  the  director  of 
the  program.  He  was  assisted  by  Mrs.  Daniels,  Kitty  Malloy 
and  Jeff  Robie.  The  average  weekly  attendance  was  279 
children. 

The  children  had  plenty  to  do  between  arts  and  crafts  pro- 
jects, boys'  baseball  league  and  girls'  Softball  league.  These 
games  were  played  against  area  towns'  summer  programs. 
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The  highlight  of  the  summer  was  the  visit  of  the  Red  Wagon 
Puppet  Show  from  U.N.H.  and  the  weekly  trips  that  gave  the 
children  a  chance  to  see  such  places  as  Pease  Air  Force  Base, 
Canobie  Park,  Salem  Witch  Museum,  Old  Ironsides,  Museum 
of  Science,  New  England  Aquarium,  and  to  go  roller  skating  in 
Newton. 

The  summer  program  ended  with  the  third  annual  track 
meet  at  Chase  Field  for  both  boys  and  girls.  Children  from 
seven  area  summer  programs  also  competed  against  the 
children  of  Kingston.  Mrs.  Daniels'  arts  and  crafts  group 
presented  the  play  "The  Frog  Prince."  The  sports  and  family 
day  ended  our  program  on  a  very  successful  note.  The  Com- 
mission would  like  to  thank  the  following  organizations  for 
their  help:  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  Veterans  and 
Veterans  Auxiliary,  the  V.F.W.  and  Auxiliary  and  the  area 
merchants. 

The  fall  months  saw  the  arts  and  crafts  program  con- 
tinued, as  well  as  yoga  classes,  and  physical  fitness  classes 
were  started.  With  the  help  of  the  Kingston  Police,  Veterans 
Club  and  Auxiliary  and  the  V.F.W.  and  Auxiliary,  the 
Halloween  Party  was  held  for  the  children  of  Kingston  with 
over  800  children  enjoying  the  different  activities. 

Both  Mr.  Dwight  Killam  and  Mrs.  Gert  McGlinchey 
resigned  over  a  dispute  with  the  Selectmen,  and  were  replaced 
by  Mr.  Don  White  and  Mr.  Harry  Carr. 

As  the  year  ended,  plans  to  construct  tennis  courts  in  1976 
at  the  Bakie  School  were  still  in  the  formative  stages.  Mrs. 
Daniels'  appointment  was  extended  another  six  months.  Her 
term  will  expire  on  June  30th,  1976. 

The  arts  and  crafts  group  had  their  work  displayed  at  the 
Goodwins  Nursing  Home  for  the  entire  month  of  December  so 
that  residents  of  the  home  could  enjoy  the  children's  efforts. 
The  puppet  group  gave  two  performances  of  the  play  "The 
Canterville  Ghost"  for  the  Bakie  School  children  and  pre- 
schoolers at  Christmas  time. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Recreation  Commission  to  continue  to 
improve  our  efforts  and  meet  the  recreational  needs  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Kingston.

The  year  of  1975  is  over  and  the  beginning  of  a  Bicenten- 
nial year  is  here  with  this  being  one  we  will  not  forget  for 
many  years  to  come  highlighted  by  the  visit  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States  to  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

The  Police  Department  has  ten  men  ready  to  serve  the 
townspeople  of  Kingston.  Two  of  these  men  are  probationary 
officers.

of  the  museum. 

We  joined  with  the  Bicentennial  Committee  in  making 
Bunker  Hill  week  an  interesting  affair  in  Kingston.  The 
Museum  was  open  from  10  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  on  June  7th  with 
over  two  hundred  visitors. 

We  worked  with  the  Historical  Society  cleaning  the 
Church  on  the  Plains  in  preparation  for  an  Ecumenical  Service 
which  concluded  the  week  of  festivities.  The  Church  was 
filled  for  the  service  and  the  combined  choir  was  excellent. 

On  October  4th  we  had  a  Flea  Market  on  the  Plains.  Mr.

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KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
Annual  Report  —  1975 

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  as  it 
was  constituted  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and  the  Board  as  it 
reorganized  after  Town  Meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  met  regularly  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
each  month.  Additional  meetings  were  held  as  needed  to  com- 
plete unfinished  business  or  conduct  public  hearings.  A  total 
of  16  meetings  were  held  in  1975. 

In  August,  Regional  Planning  representatives  met  with 
the  Board  to  discuss  the  Water  Quality  Control  Project  in 
which  Kingston  and  other  adjacent  towns  would  participate. 
Several  meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  a  joint  effort  to  reform  present 
legislation  on  sewage  disposal.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings, 
the  Board  developed  an  article  for  reform  measures  to  be  plac- 
ed on  the  March  ballot.

As  usual,  members  of  the  Department  have  attended 
seminar  and  training  schools  to  develop  and  improve  their 
fire-fighting  knowledge.  The  Fire  Wardens  and  myself  attend- 
ed a  State  sponsored  training  session  at  Brentwood  Training 
Ground  in  forest  fire  fighting  techniques.  Four  members  of  the 
Department  and  myself  attended  a  seminar  on  Forcible  Entry 
in  Salisbury,  Mass.  One  member  and  myself  attended  a  Liquid 
Propane  Gas  School  in  Hampton,  N.H.  The  information,  as 
well  as  literature,  is  passed  on  at  the  regular  drills  so  that  all 
members  of  the  Department  benefit  from  the  classes.  Detailed 
reports  of  the  fires,  drills,  and  activities  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment have  been  published  monthly  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  attended  most  of  the  Interstate  Emergency  Unit 
meetings.  This  organization  strives  to  help  the  various 
mejTiber  communities  to  deal  with  their  fire  problems  in  a 
cooperative  manner.  It  is  reassuring  to  know  that  we  can  have 
the  assistance  of  these  other  towns  in  times  of  emergencies. 

The  1938  Diamond  T  has  been  retired  and  replaced  by  the 
new  pumper  which  is  in  service  at  the  Central  Station. 

I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  it  is  a  state  requirement 
that  every  property  owner  intending  to  install  a  new  heating 
system  shall  apply  to  me  for  a  permit.

Another  successful  yearhas  drawn  to  a  close  and  we  want 
to  thank  all  who  have  helped  us  this  year.  The  Ford  Founda- 
tion project  was  completed  early  in  March  through  hard  work 
and  many  hours  of  research  by  all. 

Our  membership  underwent  some  changes  this  year. 
Mary  George  and  Alice  Meehan  were  appointed  to  serve  with 
us  until  1978.  Bernard  Seller  was  appointed  to  serve  out  Scott 
Lindsey's  term,  which  expires  in  1977.  Because  of  a  change  of 
residence,  Mary  George  resigned  from  the  Commission.  Her 
work  and  dedication  will  be  greatly  missed.  David  Mayhew 
was  appointed  to  serve  out  her  term,  letting  us  end  the  year 
with  a  full  board. 

This  year  we  appointed  subcommittees  to  make  the  work 
load  at  meetings  a  little  easier.  They  are  as  follows:

By  active  community  participation,  the  Commission  can  best 
serve  the  town. 

We  investigated  several  dredge  and  fill  applications  and 
suspected  violations  this  year.  It  was  also  in  this  capacity  that 
we  held  a  public  informational  hearing  in  September  attended 
by  many  townspeople,  all  of  whom  supported  the  Com- 
mission's position.  The  Commission  has  been  active  in  coor- 
dinating and  selecting  sites  for  testing  of  the  Town's  lakes  un- 
der the  Federal  Water  Quality  Management  Act.  In  addition, 
the  present  gravel  pit  ordinance,  as  adopted  by  the  Selectmen, 
was  developed  jointly  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

This  year  we  also  attempted  to  send  two  young  people  to 
conservation  camp.  Due  to  the  late  start,  we  were  unable  to  do 
so.  However,  plans  are  already  underway  for  the  coming  year 
to  send  two  young  people  from  town. 
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The  protection  and  preservation  of  our  community  is  the 
responsibility  of  all  the  people  in  town  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  looks  forward  to  the  assistance  and  cooperation 
of  all  in  this  respect.  The  Commission  urges  those  holding 
large  tracts  of  land  to  place  this  property  under  Current  Land 
Use  and  preserve  our  forest  and  open  spaces.

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VISITING  NURSE  REPORT 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a 
Community  Health  Service  providing  health  care  to  in- 
dividuals and  families  in  their  place  of  residence  or  in  am- 
bulatory care  settings  for  purposes  of  preventing  disease  and 
promoting,  maintaining  or  restoring  health  or  minimizing  the 
effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  nurse  gives  care  and  treatments  as  ordered  by  each 
person's  physician,  assists  with  the  rehabilitation  of  persons 
of  all  ages,  handicapped  or  ill  with  various  conditions  or  il- 
lnesses. The  nurse  instructs  designated  persons  in  giving 
necessary  care  between  nursing  visits,  teaches  families  and 
individuals  good  nutrition  and  understanding  of  special  diets, 
accident  prevention  and  how  to  cope  with  illness;  advises  new 
and  expectant  mothers  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their 
babies;  provides  Tuberculosis  and  psychiatric  follow-up  and 
refers  when  appropriate  to  other  agencies. 

The  Physical  Therapist  establishes  and  supervises  a 
program  to  return  each  person  to  his  maximum  potential, 
working  under  a  plan  established  by  each  patient's  own  physi- 
cian. 

The  Home  Health  Aide  works  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Registered  Nurse  or  the  Registered  Physical  Therapist.  She 
provides  personal  and  unskilled  care  to  patients,  such  as 
baths  and  exercises,  does  light  housekeeping  and  meal 
preparation. 

The  Association  provides:  1.  The  service  of  a  Home 
Health  Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital  to  assist  in  plan- 
ning the  continuing  care  of  patients  in  their  home  after  leaving 
the  hospital.  2.  A  Well  Child  clinic  twice  monthly  for 
physicals  to  infants  and  pre-school  children  of  eligible 
families  and  immunizations.  3.  Sponsors  screening 
programs  in  cooperation  with  the  N.H.  Department  of  Public 
Health.  4.  Blood  Pressure  clinics  for  Senior  citizens.  5.  Flu 
Vaccine  clinics  for  Senior  citizens. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Medicare 
and  Medicaid  certified  agency. 

A  total  of  302  nursing  and  therapy  visits,  and  35  Home 
Health  Aide  visits  were  made  in  Kingston.  A  total  of  23 
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families  with  32  children  were  served  at  the  Well-Child  Clinic, 
Exeter,  N.H.
